McCutcheon of 
Chi Trib Dies 


Chicago, June 


McCutcheon, 79, famous cartoon- 
ist for The Chicago Tribune for 
43 years and former war corres- 
pondent, died today at his home 
in suburban Lake^Forest. 


McCutcheon, who won the Pulit- 


zer prize for cartoons in 1931, had 
been iE since 1946 when he re- 
tired from active work at the 
Tribune. 


McCutcheon's career as a car- 


toonist and writer started with 
the old Chicago Record after his 
graduation from Purdue universi- 
ty in 1889. 


McCutcheon's best known car- 


toon was "Injun Summer," which 
was first printed in the Tribune 
of Sept, 30, 1907. The cartoon was 
reprinted by request annually each 
fall in the Tribune since 1912. 


His survivors include his widow, 


the former Evelyn Barr and three 
sons, John T. Jr., a member of 
the Tribune editorial staff; Shaw,

It's Not the Point 


"The point is not whether a 


country is friendly to us," he told 
a reporter. 


The liaison committee is compos- 


ed of two high ranking officers 
from each of the army, navy and 
air force. 


Chairman David E. Lilienthal of 


the atomic energy insisted during 
an exchange with Vandenberg yes- 
terday that the fact Norway is a 
firiendly country had some bearing 
in the commission's decision to 
send it the isotopes. 


Lilienthal was appearing before 


the senate-house atomic energy 
committee as it continued its hear- 
ings on charges by Senator Hick- 
enlooper (R-Iowa) of "incredible 
mismanagement" by the commit 
sion chairman.

Tax Prospects 
Are Dim, View 


Springfield, 111., June 10—(AP) 


—Chicago senators took a dim 
view today of passage prospects 
for the five-cent state 
gasoline 


tax bill. 


But the Republican senate lead- 


er, and a number of farm bloc 
solons, said they believe the bill 
"has a chance" of getting through. 
A senate passage vote is expected 
next week. 


The speculation was prompted 


by the senate decision yesterday 
against giving Chicago and Cook 
county a bigger slice of the pro- 
posed higher revenue than 
the 


bill provides. The measure then 
advanced to passage stage. 


Increase Would Be Big 


The five cent tax would pro- 


duce about $85,000,000 a 
year, 


compared with the $51,000,000 an- 
nual revenue from the present 
levy of three cents a gallon. 


Downstate senators defeated the 


attempt by Senator William Con- 
nors and other Chicago lawmak- 
ers to earniark about $4,000,000 
more for the 
metropolitan area 


than it would get under the bill. 


The increase would have 
cut 


down proposed allotments for the 
state 
highway 
system, 
rural 


roads and downstate counties. 


The big city solons are strongly- 


opposed to giving 12>4 per cent 
of the higher gas tax revenue to 
farm roads. 
The bill also calls 


for 37^ per cent to the state, 
and 25 per cent each to cities and 
counties. 


Farm Bloc Anxious 


Farm block legislators are anx- 


ious to cut township roads in on 
gas tax income for the first time. 
During the last four years, the 
country road system got $7,500,- 
000 annually from state general 
funds, until the 
program 
was 


halted. 


The five cent gas tax would 


hand country roads about $10,- 
625,000 a year.

•fudee ought to be well-founded if they are going to be made 
at all. What has occurred, if anything', to warrant Wal- 
lace's blistering criticism? 
To begin with, these 11 defendants have been on trial 


nearlv half a year. In all that time both they and their law- 
yers "have showed a continuous and obviously calculated 
disrespect for normal, orderly judicial processes. They 
shout, they rant, they heap abuse, they ignore court rulings 
and warnings. It is planned legal chaos.

Exercise, 
Eat More, Check 
Then You'll Put on Weight 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


The human body operates like a 


machine for which the food is 
fuel which is converted into en- 
ergy and used by physical and 
mental activity. There are two 
ways to gam weight: one to cut 
down on the activity output and 
the other to increase the food 
intake. 


Less exercise and more rest re- 


duce the output and must be con- 
sidered by the person who wants 
to gam. It is usually easier to 
gam by increasing the fuel, or 
food, intake at the same time 
holding the output, or exercises, 
down. 


There are several ways of in- 


creasing the fuel intake. One is 
to choose the foods which have 
the highest energy or calorie 
value, since these can be changed 
into weight as well as into work 
The starches or carbohydrates and 
fats supply more energy and have 
more effect on weight than pro- 
teins do 


When trying to gain weight one 


should include fatter meat, more 
butter or margarine, more cream 
more s>veets. more potatoes, more! 
bread, cereals and 
other 
high 


calone-contaming foods. Balance 
must be maintained in the diet, 
however. It is not wise to cut 
eut the fruits, vegetables, meat, 
inilk and eggs which supply in- 
gredients necessary to maintain 
good health.

up. I have also locked up some 
people going to work. Some were 
carrying pistols. We don't allow 
anyone to carry clubs or knives or 
pistols in Chicago.
